cember, I9i)4, and played an im- 
portant part In the fioo.ouo dam- 
rait which Mn. Abrella Mar- 
cum broncht agalnat the Harflaei, 
Callahan and B. Fult French for 
iilliui'il (<>ni|>!i<i'v ill the atsaui- 
nalion oi her Inisliaml. Mose Pelt- 
t\et was one of tin' inii>ortant wit- 
nesses for the plalnliir in this cele- 
brated trial, and the defendants, 
Mpoclnlly Jadgo James Hargis and 
IM Callahan, raallied that he was 
the most dangeroua wttneea that 
they then had against them, since 
his sensational tegllnioiiy In the 
criminal trials had been >io bItouk. 
and they were anxious to keep hlni 
from teatirylng. The plan as after- 
wnr< developed, was to bribe Felt- 
ner and aeveral other Impgrtant 
prooecottng wttneMee to len^e the 
SUte.

When the farts roncern- 
Ing the alleged bribery were 
brought out in the trial, anil subse- 
quently Felix Feltner put in a claim 
for the money, on the ground that 
It waa depoalted In hta name, and 
Mose Feltner also claimed It as his, 
Clrouit Judge J. M. Benton, before 
whom the matter was brought up 
for hearhiK. derided that the money 
Was so talntec^ with fraud that 
neither of the Feltners was entitled 
to it. Of» course the "red-muaUch- 
•d man," whom Feltner alleged 
gave It to bim as a bribe, nstver 
showed up to elalm It, and It waa 
left In the bank, where It haa re- 
mained ever since, with no rightful 
owner.

Proof ia, therefore, afforded that 
copies of the Egyptian — that la to 
say, Coptic — translation of books 
of both Testaments wi i" in usi- 
among Kgyptian Christians early in 
the fourth century — the period to 
which Dr. Kenyon aacribea the 
Britlah Muaeum papyrua, and oon- 
aaquantly tha original ot tha var- 
alon Itaalt cannot be placed later 
than the third century. 

Early monastic traditlona con- 
cerning the spread of Chrlatianlty 
in Kgypt are thus confirmed. 

The manuscript had been well 
used by Ita original poaaeaaora, for 
it was found that the back binding 
had baaa atraagthaaad with atrlpa 
ot vallam whan It waa rapalrad 
aoma time before tha mlddla at the 
fourth century. 

Considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced by the Museum experts in 
handling the ancient papyrus. 
.Many of the 109 leavea were worm- 
eaten, tha adgea ware much mbbad. 
aad It waa at Srat touad Impoaaible 
to eopy it, tor at every turning the 
Ink flew off the page. 

The authorities therefore took 
the hook to pieces, and mounted 
each leaf separately bctwcfn two 
pieces of glass. | 
In the printed edition Just pub- 
lished under tha title of "Coptic 
Biblical Taxta la the Dialect ot Up> 
par Egypt," the Coptic text la print- 
ed line for line and loiumn by col- 
umn, readinga from tlie Creek be- 
ing added. 

Plates showing the papyrus and 
the mutilated and defaced condi- 
tion of the writing are alao includ- 
ed, and there Is aa introdnetory 
deacription ot tha maauaeript.

In the decade from 1901 to 1910. 
the death rate from tubareuloaia in 
the United Statea declined from 
196.9 tor each 100,000 peraona liv- 
ing to 16n.:i, a decrease ot 17.7 i)er 
cent, while the Kdieral death rate, 
ini ludin.:; all i aua<'8 of di atli. de- 
clined only one-half as fast, or at 
the rate of 9.7 par cant, from 
1663.0 to 1496.8. 

Theae flgnrea were given out in 
a alatement Just laaued by The Na- 
tional Aaaoclatlon for the Study 
and Prevent ion of Tuherculosis. 
Tliey arc based on data abstractnd 
from the M'piirtH of the i nlted 
States llureau of the Census, and 
cover the registration area in this 
country. According to the aUte- 
ment, the tuberculoala death rata 
haa declined steadily aince 1904, 
when it was 201.6. On the other 
band, the ,^( ni'ial death rale shows 
a (luetuation downward In general 
trend, but not as steady as the tu- 
berculoala rate. The decMne In the 
tubareuloaia death rato 'ia the 'aat 
tan years maaaa a aaTlni; ot S7,000 
Uvea at the preaent time. 

In certain citlea, such as Nex<r 
York, Boston, Cleveland and Chica- 
go. and in States like Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, the 
decline in the tuberculosis death 
rate ia much more marked thaa la 
the coaatrr at large. 

Tha Natloaal Aaaoelatloa aaya 
that thara ara aumy taetora work- 
ing together to cause the decline In 
the tuberculosis death rate, such 
factors as the change in the charac- 
ter of our urban population, In- 
creaaed aanltation, and better houa- 
ing. but probably as poteat a fac- 
tor as any haa beaa tha aatloa-wlda 
antl-tubareuloata eampalgn. "It 
may ba toratold with eoaaiderabla 
certainty," the atatement concludes, 
"that when the effects of the jires- 
ent rapidly increasing provision for 
the care of tuberculosis patients 
shall have become evident, the da* 
cline In the death rata from ooa- 
aumptlOB la the coming daeada will 
ba avail more markad than. that ia 
tha laat oaa."

One of the most Important points 
In building a big warship is that 
she shall be a steady gun platform. 
It Is obvious that no gun crew can 
make good shooting from a ship 
that roUa aboat Hfea a drunken 



For thia purpose, all our large 

battleships are provided with tw3 
l)ilge keels, which are long steel 
plates ruruiiii*: parallel to the keel, 
one on eacli side of It. They are 
fixed just nt the angle where the al- 
most flat bottom curves sharply up 
to the aida. . 

For sonie reaaon one of our lat- 
est giants, the huge D>>ead nought 
cruiser Orion, waa sent to sea with 
bilge keels much smaller than the 
ordinary. 

The result was that when she 
ran Into rough weather she rolled 
in a almply appalling fashion. Ev- 
erything that could poaslble get 
loose went tumbling from side to 
side, and as for shooting, bar big 
ginis would have been practically 
ui-'i'U'ss. She has been brought 
iiack Into Devon port Dockyard to 

have new keels fitted. 

The l.ion, whicli was launched a 
few months ago from the same 
dockyard as the Orion, and Is so 
long that the dock had to be spec- 
lail.ir lengthened to hold h#r. It the 
fastest cruiser In tha world. She 
develops 28 knots. 

Her engines are of 78,000 horse 
power and naturally she needs ter- 
nlic heat to drive her r»t f ill dpeed. 

Her navigating bridge was plac- 
ed on one side of her foremost 
funnel, and the lira control plat- 
form (from which the guna are 
worked) on the other. 

When the Lion went out for her 
full speed trials, flames, 50 feet 
long, roared out of the top of this 
funnel and swept the bridge, and 
especially the flre-control platform. 
It waa aald that every place of met- 
al oa the bridge waa warped and 
twisted, and that some were even 
melted. 

As for the tire contrcd, any one 
who had ventured there would have 
been literally roasted alive. This 
platform Is 30 feet above the top 
of the funnel, and waa ezpoaad to 
the lull blaat of tha Tolcaao-like 
eruptloa from its nouth. 

Like the Orloa, the Lloa la back 
In dry dock. Her foremost funnel 
will have to be shifted a long way 
further foiwanl, and at least £2".- 
000 of tlie taxpayers' money will 
be expended to make good the re- 
sulta of the blunder. — [Pearaon's 
WaMfly.

Washington, May 16. — lue way 
to get rid of the Bngllsk aparrow Is 
to eat bim. 

That is tha conclusion of N. E.. 
D. Dearborn, expert biologist of the 
DopartHMBt of Agriculture, given 
full MtkentiflcatiOB by the Depart- 
ment to-day. 

It is announced by Mr. Dsarbom 
and by the Department, that the 
English sparrow ig a peat. Hore Is 
the recommendation of bow to 
abate it: 

"Eat sparrows. When boned, 
broiled, buttered and served on 
toast, they are as fine as quail." 

'Hnglish sparrows," says the re- 
port, "are noisy and destructive. 
They drive native birds from vil- 
lages and homesteads. Though they 
are occasionally valuable as de- 
stroyers of noxious Insects, all 
things considered, they do far more 
harm than good." 

In specifying methods of prepa- 
ration for the kitibeii. the bulletin 
uives the following directions for 
dressing the tiny culprits: 

"Cut off the legs, the wings at 
the outer Joint and the neck close 
to the body, atrip off the skin, be- 
ginning at the neck; make a cut 
through the body wall bone till the 
rilis are severed, then around be- 
tween the legs to the tail and re- 
move the viscera. Siiarrows may 
be cooked by any one of the meth- 
ods employed for cooking reed bird 
and quail."

He Is Lon 
Hill, of Harlingen, Texas, a town of 
2,.'iOO inhabitants, S5 miles from 
Rrownsville. He called this morn- 
ing on J. e. Miller, Jr., Vice Pres- 
ident of the Commerce Trust Com- 
pany. .Mr. Miller was in his fath- 
er's store at Belton, Texas, away 
back there in the pioneer days 
when the cowboga drore the herds 
that way to pastures of Indian Ter- 
litory. They became friends then. 

Lon Hill In the last two months 
■lold land for $2.ono.00e. and be 

still owns |oi. acres in the Rio 

Crande Valley that is estimated in 
value atj $4,000,000. 

It appeara a strange thing to say 
about an Indian, but It is true nev- 
ertheless, that he biased the trail 
fcr civilisation and development 
through the Rio Crande Valley that 
was Infested with cattle thieves, 
liaiidits and Mexican desperadoes. 
.Mr. Hill refuses to tslk about those 
early days, and it is left to his 
friends and admirers to recite the 
story of the deeds that made for 
him a reputation as A fighter. Mr. 
Hill still has many enemies and he 
never Is without two six shooters 
strapped to his belt. His long black 
hair falls to his shoulders and his 
rugged features nwke him a pic- 
turesque character. 

Some of Mr. Hill's friends recite 
some of the tales when Hill, a 
graduate of the Texas l"niversity, 
gave u|> a law praci'.io ol $.>0,000 
a year to go info the Itio Crande 
Valley to rid it ol outlaws and os- 
tabiish a mastasoth tortyns for 
himself. 

He onee purchaaed 4,500 acres kt 
$1 an acre and the wife of the man 
from whom he purchased it com- 
plained to her husband that the 

price was too cheap. 

"1 could afford to give It to him," 
the seller said. "Once Lon Hill 
gets into tbta country, the thieves 
will leave oar cattle alone." 

One of the loadera of a gang of 
cattle th levee sent word to Hill that 
he would kill him and braid hie 
long, black hair for bridle reins. 
They met by chance on the road 
one day. One man rode away. It 
was Lon Hill. Then the despera- 
do'a wife, herself a horsewoman 
and a deadly shot took up the 
feud. She could ride at breakneck 
speed on horseback and empty two 
revolvers full Of bullets into the 
!iai k of a sapling. They'Bovar met. 
however. 

Hill's friend asked him what he 
would do it he were attacked and 
had to flght a woman. 

"I would prove the gallantry of 
a gentleman,'' he said. "I would 
e.\ten<i to her the courtesy of the 

first shot." 

The Itio (Iraride V.ijiey is (level 
oping rapidly now and only a few 
of the thieves and dejiieradoes ex- 
ist In the outlying districts. They 
still hold a grudge against the man 
who led posses and made war on 
them, however. 

The other day at his home an en- 
emy tired on him froM a house as 
he was passing th a motor car. Tie.! 
bullet splintered the steering wheil 
in the hands of a chauffeur. Hill 
reached into the leather pockets o.' 
the car and drew a rifl« and a re- 
volver. Ha emptied them Into the 
side of the house as the chauffeur 
turned the car Into full speed. 
I'pon reaching home the chauffeur 
asked for his pay. He said he 
guessed he would go back to New 
York.

A baby's finger prints, it has 
been determined by Captain Fau- 
rot, of the Police Hureau of Iden- 
tification, are just as distinctive 
and clearly marked as they will be 
at any time after the baby has 
reached maturity. Thia decision 
has been reached by the police 
identification expert after consid- 
erable study of youthful digital Im- 
pilnfs. He tried to pursue his In- 
vestigation at Hellevue Hospital, 
but was not permitted. 

Captain Faurot has taken finger 
prints of small children, and after 
reprodttping the ' impressions on 
earda baa subjfcted them to a care- 
ful microscopical analysis. Ha flnds 
that the peculiar lineations are 
sharp and distinctive, even though 
very tiny, niid he believes that from 
the day of its birth to the day of 
Its death any child can be identilied 
by its finger prints. 

Experimenters in England and 
Continental Europe, where the 'fln- 
ger print selenoa waa developed 
earlier than It was In America, have 
shown by finger prints taken at In- 
tervals of years that an individual's 
finger marks never change. Fau- 
rot thinks It would be good to put 
his system into use in the city's 
maternity hoapltals. Many of the 
ehlldren Are tho offspring of crim- 
inal parenta, and many develop In- 
to criminals. Faurot suggests thst 
taking their finger prints would 
help the police later in tracing 
these children. 

Such a system would be of the 
highest scientific value, he thinks. 
It would enable the anthortttea to 
determine what proportion of those 
arrested for crime were horn in city 
institutions. Records of the par- 
ents would throw light on the 
children's antecedents and would 
go far toward showing the relations 
between crime and hereditjr and en- 
vironment It might alao help to 
throw light on tho matter of ater- 
llislng crimlnala. 

Finger-print Identlflcation, or 
rather the use of such IdentiHca- 
tion. Captain Fatirot thinks. Is in 
its infancy. He believes that when 
the science is more generally un- 
derstood. U will be adopted widely 
In business. Bank , elorka, Fawot 
saya, troqnoatly go wrong, and the 
apprehension of an abseonding 
bank employee would be greatly 
facilitated if the police had that 
employee's finger prints. Finger 
prints might be attached to pass- 
ports, too.— [Now Terk
